Elba Fire Chief Danny Jordan 
said it is especially important 
for people to follow. certain 
safety procedures with water 
conditions down in some areas. 

When boating, he said it is 
important to watch for sandbars, 
stumps and underwater obsta- 
cles. He also said to make sure 
the watercraft’s equipment is 
working properly and all safety 
features such as flotation 
devices are in good working 
order and worn appropriately. 

Jordan said to be sure the 
boat's fire extinguisher is in 
working order and is placed in 
an accessible location for use. If 
possible, he also suggested hav- 
ing some kind of lights on the 
boat especially if on the water 
near dark, 

Jordan said a pastime that has 
really become popular is float- 
ing down the river, 

“It is a great relaxation to 
float through the beautiful coun-

First’ and foremost, Chief 
Jordan said he encourages peo- 
ple to not float down the river 
alone. He also said to make sure 
someone (not with the group) 
knows the time and location 
those floating should be out of 
the water. If this person is not 
contacted by a certain time, he 
said he/she will be alerted that 
something. may. be wrong and 
can immediately call for help. 

Jordan said floaters can: not 
necessarily depend on cell 
phones. 

“If you're stranded on the 
river after dark. and have been 
able to keep a cell phone, it’s 
important to know that at the 
river bottom cellular signals do 
not. get out very well.” 

Jordan said any person that is 
on the river and it becomes dark 
needs to realize the temperature 
drops rapidly on the water, He 
said most do not have extra 
clothes, food supplies or drinks 
to prepare them for this type sit- 
uation. 

“If you're able to keep match- 
es or a cigarette lighter dry to 
use to start a fire, try to find a 
sand bar or set aside an area that 
will not catch the woods on

Sessions: AL to 
receive $51.1 million 
in Federal Offshore oil 
and gas revenues 


U.S. Sen. Jeff Sessions (R- 
AL) recently announced that 
Alabama will receive over $51 
million in federal environmental 
funding from the Department of. 
Interior through the Coastal 
Impact Assistance Program 
(CIAP). 

_ The CIAP program shares 
federal offshore oil and gas rey- 
enues with producing states and 
counties. The program was 
established by an amendment, 
cosponsored by Sessions, to the 
Energy Policy Act of 2005. The 


. funding level announced is 


higher than originally anticipat- 
ed and represents just the first 
two years of the four-year pro- 
gram’s awards to Alabama. 

“This funding represents a 
huge first step toward recogniz- 
ing the important role that states 
such as Alabama play in fueling 
our growing economy. It is only 
fair that ing states are 
rewarded for their willingness to 
share a disproportionate amount 
of the burden of producing oil 
and natural gas, and J am 
pleased that the Department of 
Interior has moved forward with 
the prompt administration of 
this program,” Sessions said. 

Under the four-year program, 
the six coastal producing states 
of Alabama, Alaska, California, 
Louisiana, Mississippi, and 
Texas will receive a share of 
federal revenues generated from 
nearby leases on the Outer 
Continental Shelf, with a portion 
of the revenues directed to 
coastal counties. The recipients 
may use the funds for conserva- 
tion, protection and restoration 
of coastal areas and wildlife, or 
to pay for a comprehensive — 
coastal conservation manage- 
ment plan. 

“It.makes sense that a portion 
of the funds generated from 
these oil and gas leases be rein- 
vested in the health of our 
coastal beaches, wetlands, and 
wildlife,” Sessions said. 


The CIAP program is separate 
and apart from the long-term 
revenue-sharing plan set forth in 
the Gulf of Mexico Energy 
Security Act of 2006, also 
cosponsored by Sessions, which 
cleared Congress on. December 
9, 2006. 

“Il am pleased that since the 
passage of the CLAP program in 
2005, Congress has further rec- 
ognized the importance of Gulf

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Elba City Council approves clean-up ordinance, 


paving project and two board appointments

_The Elba City Council was 
busy Monday evening approv- 
ing an off premises beer license, 
appointing a school board mem- 
ber and a member of the Mental 
Health Board..In addition they 
passed a sweeping .clean-up 
ordinance in an effort to put 
teeth in enforcement of require- 
ments. 

The council tabled action on 
increasing, police officer pay by 
$1.50 ‘an hour. Mayor James 
Grimes said the move would 
cost $49,000 annually in direct 
payments to officers and about 
25% more in taxes and benefits. 

The council had discussed 
this issue in a workshop, a cou- 
ple of weeks ago, and. all 
seemed to agree it was neces- 
sary in an effort to retain good , 
officers and replace those who 
have already taken jobs in other 
communities. However, a 
motion to table the matter and 
continue the discussion in 
another workshop passed unani- 
mously. 

The council also heard froma 
delegation of residents who live 
on Marilyn Street concerning an 
ongoing sewage problem. 


These residents all utilize sep- 
tic tanks for their sewage and 
report continuing overflow 
problems. 

Tim Kyles, ‘speaking on 
behalf of the residents, request- 
ed help from the city, as septic 
tank service companies tell 
them additional field lines will 
not solve their overflowing 
problems. 

One homeowner « present 
reported being promised public 
sewage within two years when 
he and his wife bought their 
home. However the person who 
reportedly made that promise 
was not a city official. 

These homes are all below the 
level of the sewer collector line 
along old Highway 84, near the 
Elba schools. —_ Furnishing 
sewage collection to these hous- 
es would require an expensive 
pumping system, explained the 
mayor. 

Grimes told the group.a feder- 
al grant application to solve 
their problem had been rejected 
but efforts are ongoing to find 
funding to help these residents. 

One suggestion made by, con- 
tractor Robert — Kilcrease 
involved a much less expensive 
system. He gave city officials 


the necessary information and 
they promised to get cost esti- 
mates on installing such a col- 
lection system. 

_ HH Culver was reappointed 
to the Mental Health Board. 

The council also appointed 
Gappa Wise to a full term on the 
Elba School Board. Wise had 
been serving out an unexpired 
term on the school board, 

Approval was given to an off 
premises beer license for Kyles 
Place. at 1525 Jones. Street. 
Detrick’ Kyles isthe listed 
owner. 

This application had been 
delayed at a previous meeting 
because council members felt 
some legal requirements had not 
been met. 

The council passed a long dis- 
cussed clean-up ordinance in an 
effort to put teeth in efforts to 
make Elba a cleaner looking 


community, The 3,849 word 
ordinance is printed in its entire- 
ty on page 12 of today’s edition 
of The Elba Clipper. 

A $43,625 price was accepted 
on resurfacing Buford Street 
from Claxton to Yelverton ahd 
also resurfacing Yelverton from 
Buford to U. S. 84 (old post 
office). 

The work will be done by 
Wiregrass Construction 
Company while they are in Elba 
doing the resurface work on U.
